Healthy Sleep. 


I think we may safely say that every 
one requires six hours’ sleep in the twen- 
ty-four, and very many men and women, 
not to mention fools, require even more. 
Certainly, too much sleep is harmful; 
but too little is vastly more so, I would 
let each man regulate his hours of sleep 
by what he feels are his yp require- 
ments; alwdys urging him to avoid the 
suspicion of laziness, to take into con- 
sideration the bed he lies upon, and to 
watch the effect on his health of any sys- 
tem of sleep he adopts. If you get up 
when you first wake, providing you have 
had six hours of sound, refreshing sleep, 
you can scarcely get wrong. But make 
sure of your six hours’ minimum, and be 
wonderfully suspicious of the necessity 
for further sleep, as it is apt to become, 
not necessity, but indulgence. Welling- 
ton could sleep at any moment; Baron 
-Bunson could sleepfor half an hour at 
any time in the midst of his studies, 
-awaking refreshed, and resuming his 
work with increased vigor. A blessed 

gift this; such a faculty, combined with 
that of early rising, is as good as a fortune 
to acapable man, er, indeed, to almost 
any man. Sleep ie heaviest in the first 
few hours, gradually becoming lighter, 
'and probably disturbed by dreams, as 
time wears on, until aslight noise dis- 
turbs us, or Our rested system resumes 
full work of its own accord. Everybody 
knows that in dreaming part of the brain 
is awake and at work, while the other 
_ part is asleep—as much as the brain can 
sleep; at all events, exercising lessened 
function. It is fore obvious that 
dreamless sleep is most useful, as dreams 
are evidence of work by some part of the 
brain, detracting from perfect rest. 

A very important factor in securi 
healthy sleep is the kind of bed we lie 
upon. Feather beds I cannot commend ; 

indeed, luxuries—and this is an un- 
doubted one—are not to be sought by 
him whose aim is perfect health and 
strength. A spring mattress is very ex- 


cellent, and the harder. your conch, to. 


be comfortable, the more likely are you 
to secure healthy, refreshing sleep, not

But the luxury must be sac- 
rificed to the more healthful influence of 
the mattress. The clothing should be

How Condensed Milk is Made. 


When the milk is brought to the fac- 
tory it is carefully strained, placed in 
cans or pails, which are put into’a tank 
of water kept hot by steam coils. When 
r, steam- 
heated, open vessels,and quickly brought 
toa boil. This preliminary heating and 
boiling has for its objects the expulsion 
of the gasses of milk, which would 
cause it to foam in the vacuum pan, and 
also to add to the keeping quality of the 
milk by destroying the mold germs. 
A second straining follows, after which 
the milk is transferred to a vacuum pan, 
where, at a temperature below 190 de- 
grees Fahrenheit, it boils and is rapidly 
cancentrated to any degree desired. 

The vacuum pan employed is a close 
vessel of copper, shaped, about six 
feet in diameter. Itis beated by steam 
coils within and by a steam jacket with- 
out, closing the lower portion. In one 
side of the dome is a small window 
through which the gas illumines the in- 
terior, while on the opposite side is an 
eye-glass, through which the condition 
of the contents is observed. The pan 
is also provided with a vacuum guage 
and test sticks. 

Much of the milk used in the cities is 
simply concentrated, without any addi- 
tion of sugar. The process of concen- 
tration is contjnued in the vacuum pan 
until one gallon of milk has been re- 
duced to less than a quart. Condensed 
milk intended to be rved for any

Mr. George T. Downing’s open letter 
in behalf of the colored brother has one 
merit. It was not addressed to Mr. Cleve- 
land. He believes the colored vote may 
be divided by appointing a few prominent 
colored men to “ prominent positions of 
honor and trust In the North.”” We fear 
that Mr. Downing subordinates good gov- 
ernment, beneficial legislation and general 
reform as vote-rallying powers to the of- 
fices. Mr. Downing has made a bad 
start, The forces that rallied under the 
Democratic standard from the Republican 
party and greatly aided in electing Mr. 
Cleveland were made up ofa greater av- 
erage of intelligence than ever before won 


a national campaign—and they were not 
actuated by a desire for office. And 


another campaign can be fought in the 
same geveral lines with even greater suc- 
cess. 

The confidence of the more intelligent 
colored voters, we are assured on every 
hand, even now reposes strongly in 
Mr. Cleveland. 

Undoubtedly Mr. Downing expresses 
the sentiment of the colored people, but 
he fails to give It the proper accent. To 
have given it full force he should have 
said: “While I desire to see prominent 
colored men appointed to positions of 
honor and trust under the incoming ad- 
ministration, for fear of misconstruction

“ May we not hope among other 

things that a few competent colored 

persons may be appointed to some 

itions of honor and trust in the 

North?” The demand or request 
for recognition could not have been 

put upon more questionable 
grounds. The Negro, while «in 

common with white men, looks to 
the Democratic party to carry out 
in good faith their professions as 
relates to Civil Service, takes 
higher ground than that of “ of- 
fice spoils” in the new deal. What 
they want is put a stop to the 
many devices resorted to de- 
prive them of their civil and po- 
litical rights, and to be treated as 
civilized creatures, moulded after 
God’s image. The holding of of. 
fice or the non-holding of it, should 
not depend upon color qualifica- 
tion or disqualification, but should 
be a matter of fitness. The Negro 
does not ask for legislation in favor 
of his color, and resents all action 
in that direction against him by 
reason of his color. The Negro is 
either an American citizen or he 
is not. If he is, there should be 
no discrimination against him 
other than that accorded Ameri- 
can citizens; if he is not, then this 
great Republic, whose corner-stone 
is freedom, is a traud upon the 
earth, and a disgrace to civilization. 
The Negro problem is easily solved 
—treat him what the law makes 
him—a citizen. Require of hima 
strict compliance with the laws, 
and protect him in the exercise of 
his privileges under the law. Do 
that, and there will be no trouble. 
The other fatal mistake that Mr. 
Downing makes is that of asking 
as a Negro for office. No man 
living has fought against the color 
line harder than Geo. T. Downing. 
His clarion voice has resounded 
from the green mountains of Ver- 
mont to “tar heel” North Carolina, 
declaiming against color proscrip- 
tion in State, church, school, ete. 
How, then, ean he consistently ask 
that a “few competert colored per- 
sens be appointed to some posit- 
ions of honor, etc.” Negroes must, 
as we stated in our last issue, be 
one thing or the other.

CO-OPERATION, 

We ‘have read, and heard a 
great deal about co-operation 
among cvlored people, but aside 
from some minor operations we 
have yet to learn of anything real- 
ly accomp.ished in that direction. 
We have in Washington wealthy 
societies, clubs, and individuals, 
which if combined in any one 
thing would prove quite formida- 
ble, yet, what are the facts. There 
is not an available hall, of large 
dimensions wherein the colored 
people cau givean entertainment 
of any character. The experi- 
ence of the gentlemen who gave 
the Christmas eve entertainment 
is not an exception, but, as ap- 
plied to the best bails in the city, 
arule. Why not organize a joint 
stock company, and build a hall, 
wherein the Masons, Odd Fellows 
aud such other organized bodies 
can find suitable and permanent 
quarters in the upper stories; re- 
serving the sezond or middle sto- 
ry for concerts, ete. The lower 
floor could be utilized in many 
ways as asource of revenue. The 
suggestion, as an investment, is 
worthy of consideration, but in 
order to be successful must be 
started in good faith by earnest 
and practicable men, and be en- 
tirely free from bickerings, points 
of order and windy speeches. 
Leaving out entirely the question 
of profit, we think it pretty near 
time that the colored people of the 
District of Columbia, who are 
heralded abroad as intelligent, 
wealthy and enterprising, to prove 
their claim to the statas given 
them. The school children have 
no place for their coucerts since 
Lincoin Hall has passed into pri- 
vate hands, and the color line has 
been drawn in the Congreyatiunal 
Charch.

He certainly be- 
lieves in @ mixture, and the more the 
better for him. tle wasadvertised to be 
at Lincoln Mission at half past eight last 
Sunday evening. After his services at 
the Congregational church were over, he 
bolted in about half past nine. Of course 
the Negroes received bim. I would have 
liked to filled their eyes with red pepper. 
I have a great deal more to say, but time 
will not permit me.

MR. LAWS AND THE NEW 
PAPERS. 
WasHineton D. 

Jan. 18, 1885. 

Dear Editor ;—As there are sev- 
eral things which concern the geu- 
eral interests of the colored citizene 
in this District, a8 well as through- 
out the country, I feel it a duty as 
wellasa privilége, to discuss some 
ofthem. It isnot my intention, 
however, to discontinue the neces- 
sary rebuke of that Wood Gazette's 
wicked conduct, but as fast at this 
time, matters which are entirely 
local, seem to need assistar ce I feel 
called upon to suggest some few 
thoughts, First, 1 would say that 
if there is anyone thing which 
throws us back more than anothe: 
it is our blunder in trying to out- 
live our complexion. If the col- 
ored man is as good as the white 
man now, he is @3 good as he was 
when he came into this world. If 
he was not made 80 in the begin- 
ing, then no efforts from a human 
stand a can 80 improve him us 
to make him so now. In the his- 
tory of our race.contest, as one of 
the prime factors of this greut 
nation, and a constitutional part 
of one great whole, it would seem 
perfectly propét for us to settle by 
conclusion the fact that our com- 
plexien is a divine and not a bu- 
man fixture; then, having settled 
that point, the next thing is, that 
we should sanction the fact that 
He hath made of one blood all 
nations of men to dwell on the 
face of the earth, and hath deter- 
mined the times before appvinted 
aud the bounds of their habita- 
tious. 

Having settled by conclusion to 
sanction these facts, we should 
labor to improve the race, and not 
to outlive it. These are stubborn 
fucts which can not be successfully 
resisted, and for which all changes 
through which we may pass will 
hold us responsible as a race. We 
should remember that the basis ot 
equality does not rest upon com- 
plexion : ifso, then we either have 
more equality than others on ac- 
count of vur many complexions 
or not so much as others, by re ison 
of so many complexions within 
the race. 


Having about twenty complex- 
ions to the race, if we are to strive 
to outlive complexions, which 
range from the bluckest to the 
whitest, then we will have no ti.ue 
for the improvement of the race, 
such us moral, religious and polit- 
ical improvements, which consti- 
tute the truest equality aud inde- 
pendence of American citizenship. 

We are to learn that polivics, 
which lead parties and individuals 
into personal gatus, ure the only 
thing which divide white men, but | 
never so widely separate them as 
to compel either party to willingly 
conce le the equality of the colored 
citizen on the same busis as that 
of the whites, 


That we have about 70,000 col 
ored citizens in Washington none 
are prepared to deny it; and th.t 
we are not entitled to equal 
rights in all respects none can 
deny. These rights were divinely 
instituted, without the knowledge 
or consent of maukind, and they 
were constitutionally sanctioned 
by the United States goveru ment 
and ratified beyond the reach of 
party clamor. Justthere, we as a 
race with all of our complexions 
and with all of our folly about our 
complexions, were left with just 
sense enough to die upon color, 
aud not enough race pride to live 
upou. In order to adyance the 
race more readily and more _per- 
fectly we are to take more full 
into consideration things which 
tend to lift up the race, and think 
leas about societies by colors; 
reckon the status more upon the 
basis of morals than mF com- 
plexion, and we will find that. the 
ruce will be more righteous, clean- 
er, strouger and better piepared 
to protect itself, 

ake for instance, the press of 
this city, the Republican, the Post, 
the Siar, the Critic, the Capitol, the 
Gazette, the Herald, besides all the 
papets from other cities, in which 
not one word caw-be read in 
of the colored citizelis. Just think 
of the money spetit by colored cit- 
izens for these which de- 
light in proscribing the colored 
Americans, and it. would support 
both the Washington Bre and the 
Peoples’ Advocate, through both of 
which we have every means of 
defense. 

Bat, instead, they will tell you 
“ Oh the colored papers have noth- 
}ing in them, and at the same time 
the Associated Press of the whites 
tell you that the coloured people 
have nothing in them, Let me 
say after all, and as little as our 
papers have in them, they seem 
generally to have a8 much iv them 
as the colored race has time to 
read. We have a little in our pa- 
pers, a little money, a little time, 
aud are said to have but little 
education, 80 OUr papers, are at 
least, on equality with ourselves. 

As ageneral thing our papers 
are all weekly papers, and as a 
general thing our people have 


only weekly opportunities. So you 
can see that if we practice the 
roles of economy, which are es- 
sential elements of success, we 
would’ readily see the use of buy- 


have opportunity to real. We 
have about one 135 newspapers 
and an associated press, which 
give us On an average about two 

apers to each State and Territory, 
including the District of Colambia, 
and with proper management, all 
of which can be supported by the 
race. Not only newspapers can 
be run with press boys but large 
stores and industrial enterprises 
for the employment of salesmen 
and clerks from among the young 
ladies aud gentlemen of our own 
race. For I am sure that there is 
not a white newspaper in America 
that represents the interests of the 
colored race, nor is there a colured 
paper that omits them. Therefore 
select the best method of industry, 
and uot how to outgrow complex- 
lon, and you will soon be 80 united 
that you will be respected.
